1 . Claims 9-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest an oscillation frequency control circuit that repeatedly 
sweeps an oscillation frequency without stopping over a frequency bandwidth that is 
equal to and greater than the width of a frequency drift in a carrier frequency of a radio 
transmitter, or over a frequency bandwidth that is equal to or greater than the width of a 
frequency drift in the oscillation frequency of the LO circuit as being pointed out in 
Remarks filed 12/4/08.
